E x e c u tiv e M a n sio n , W a s h in g to n , July 
4th—7:47 A. M.—Dr. Agnew arrived from 
Philadelphia on the early train and reached 
the Executive Mansion about ó A. m. 
He 
spent the time from that hour until the ar­ 
rival of Dr. Hamilton, of New York, who 
reached here at 7 A. u., in familiarizing him­ 
self with the progress of the case as shown 
by the official bulletins. 
On the arrival of 
Hamilton an examination and consultation 
by all the attending physicians was at once 
commenced. 
The result of this will soon be 
made known in an official bulletin. 
A More H opeful F eelin g. 
W a s h in g to n , July 4th—10 a. m.—The 
feeling which prevailed last night among 
those at the Executive Mansion was relieved 
somewhat hy the official bulletins this morn­ 
ing. 
This was plainly observable in the more 
hopeful faces. 
Among those present when 
the bulletin came from the physicians were 
Windom, James, MacVeagh, Blaine, Mar­ 
shall, Henry and Cockrell. 
Janies particu­ 
larly seemed inore confident, and expressed 
himself much more hopefully than late last 
night. 
Windom says he never lost hope, but 
felt great anxiety last night at midnight. He 
felt then that the case was extremely critical, 
but has alwayB believed that the President’s 
constitution, calmness of inind and great vi­ 
tality would carry him through. 
If the in­ 
juries are to prove fatal, it seems that we 
should have had an increase of the dangerous 
symptoms of last night, instead of the slight 
improvement which we lind this morning. 
Encouraging Features o f Ihe Ease. 
W a s h in g to n , July 4th—11 a . m —There 
is no material change in the President’s con­ 
dition. 
Dr. Agnew, an eminent surgeon of 
Philadelphia, who came here this morning to 
consult with the resident attending phy­ 
sicians, says that in his judgment there are 
some features in the President’s case which 
are extremely encouraging. 
Among these is 
the fact that his kidneys and iutestines are 
entiie’y uninjured, and capable of perform­ 
ing their functions. 
The liver is lacerated to 
some extent, and the larger nerves leading 
from the spine to the lower extremities have 
been so injured as to cause the pain which 
the President referred to in his feet. 
The 
st mach, however, retains nourishment, and 
the patient is slowly gathering strength to 
meet the secondary iuHamation when it oc­ 
curs. 
As yet there is little evidence of it, 
and nothing to indicate that it will be of ex­ 
traordinary extent or severity. 
Dr. Agnew 
regards the President's condition with much 
hopefulness. 
Opinion of Dr. Kliss. 
W ashington, July 4tlt—12 
noon.—Dr. 
Bliss, in a conversation upon the President’s 
condition at noon, says that while the cass is 
still critical there is every reason for hope of 
his recovery, and considering the nature of 
the wound the situation is as favorable as it 
possibly could le. 
Regarding the criéis, the 
doctor said : “ Ii the patient passes through 
to-day without losing any strength, it w ill be 
exceedingly encouraging. 
The crisis, how 
ever, cannot be definitely fixed, as there may 
be a change at any time.” The doctor said 
the examinations which had been made con­ 
firm the opinion that the ball is located in 
the neighborhood of the liver. 
The Presi­ 
dent’s diet consists almost exclusively of milk 
aud lime water, 
which he has retained 
very 
well. 
He 
vomited 
slightly 
early 
this morning. 
The doctor, in conclusion, 
said: “ We all know the President is in an 
exceedingly precarious condition ; hut there 
is veiy good ground for hope of his recovery. 
Mrs. Gar field is bearing the trial most nobly, 
and her fortitude has assisted us in our work 
very m uch. 
Indeed, wirh her continued aid 
and the President’s vitality we hope for fa 
vorable results. 
Of course we canLot venture 
opinions. 
Iler.ce we aim to bulletin the facts 
as they appear from time to time, for the 
purpose of permitting to 2 public to draw 
their own conclu-iun through the aid of the 
medical fraternity.” 
I)r. Pornerine, an eminent surgeon of Ohi », 
who served as surgeon in Garfield’s regiment 
duiiug the war, saw the President this morn­ 
ing, and expresses tli2 opinion that the uext 
twenty-four hours will determine whether 
the case will prove fatal or not.

W a s h in g to n , July 4th.—l)r. Agnew says 
the President’s wound, while dangerous, is by 
no means necessarily fatal, and he has hopes. 
Agnew and Hamilton entirely approve of the 
treatment followed. 
Symptoms of tympa­ 
nites art still visible, but no worse than at 
midnight. 
The surgeons say a certain degree 
of iriH.kmmation is necessary to heal the 
wounds, and the signs do not indicate that it 
has gone beyond a healthy condition. 
In 
tact there is just enough inflammation. 
Fur.lirr Evidence Touching Cultlcau's 
Insanity. 
W a s h in g to n , Ju ly 4th.—Dr. Hood, Medi­ 
cal Examiner of the Pension Office, recalls 
that Guitteau made application for a pension 
some two months ago, upon the representa­ 
tion that lie was a soldier during the civil war. 
Dr. Hood investigated the claim, and the 
papers were filed away with the indorsement, 
“ Insane.”

— Evidences of 
popular excitement in the neighborhood of 


the Executive Mansion are not as noticeable 
to-day as they were yesterday. 
A few hun­ 
dred people, of whom a large proportion are 
colored, still linger about the main entrance 
on Pennsylvania avenue, but better police 
regulations are enforced than were possible at 
any time yesterday. 
The avenue leading to 
the gateway is kept clear by an armed guard, 
and no person is admitted without a written 
pass from the President's private secretary. 
Some change in the direction of better order 
and stricter control is apparent in the Execu­ 
tive Mansion than yesterday. 
The official

was 
overrun 
by newspaper reporters and correspond­ 
ents, friends of the President and inquiring 
citizens generally, who evinced anxiety to 
obtain 
the latest 
news. 
They crowded 
into the upper corridors and rooms of the 
President and Secretaries, and even obstructed 
the orderly transmission of business in the 
President’s private telegraph offee. 
To-day 
no one is allowed to go beyond the vestibule 
until bis card has been taken to the Presi­ 
dent’s private secretary, and the lawless wan­ 
dering about of excited people in the upper 
corridors has been stopped. 
All the members 
of the Cabinet are at the Executive Mansion 
to-day, and most of them have remained 
there continuously since yesterday morning. 
Senator Jones, of Nevada, called this after­ 
noon, and informed members of the Cabinet 
that Yioe-President Arthur had arrived in 
the city and was his guest, and would like to 
see the President if he could be permitted to 
do so. 
Senator Jones wag told that the 
physicians did not think it best to allow any 
one to see the President, except members of 
his family. 
News o f llir O ccurrence B roken to Hie 
F resld tn i's Mol licr. 
S o lo n (O.), Juue 3d.—The news of the 
shooting of the President was broken to his 
mother this forenoon. 
She had been so much 
overcome by the accident which resulted in 
the death of Thomas Garfield and Mrs. Ar­ 
nold that the family had kept from her the 
intelligence of the attempted assassination; 
but this morning s'.-.e felt better, and spoke of 
attending Mrs. Arnold’s funeral, which took 
place at Bedford to-day. 
In announcing her 
intention she remarked, “ Last Saturday 
Thomas wa3 buried ; to-day Cornelia. 
I 
wonder who it will be next Sunday.” Mrs. 
Trowbridge, at whose honse Mrs. Garfield 
was, then sent for Mrs. Larrabee, another 
daughter. 
When the latter arrived Mrs. 
Garfield inquired if fhe was going to Mis. 
Arnold’s funeral. 
Mrs. Larrabee replied 
that she guessed she could not, as something 
had happened, so the sisters thought it best 
not to go. 
“ What has happened ? ” inquired 
Mrs. Garfield. 
“ We have heard that James 
is hurt,” said Mrs. Larrabee. 
“ H ow l by 
the cars?” asked the mother. 
“ No. 
He 
was shot by an assassin ; but was not killed,” 
replied the daughter. 
“ The Lord help 
m e ! ” exclaimed 
Mrs. 
Garfield. 
Mrs. 
Larrabee 
assured 
her mother that the 
latest 
reports 
were 
favorable, 
and 
showed that the President was resting quietly, 
and in a fair way to recover. 
“ When did 
you hear of this?” queried Mrs. Garfield. 
“ Yesterday noon ; but we thought best not 
to tell yon, as the news was not as favorable 
as to day,” was the reply. 
“ You were very 
thoughtful. 
1 am glad you did not tell me. 
I thought something had happened, as I had 
noticed that your manners were peculiar 
toward me during yesterday.” 
She bore up 
under the intelligence with such fortitude 
that she was then shown the dispatches as 
they were received.

W a s h in g to n , July 4th.—One of the most 
sanguine phyeicians by General Garfield’s 
tedside told a reporter privately just now 
(11 p. M ) that Gaitield cannot live twenty- 
four hours. 
W a s h in g to n , Jnly 4th—9:40 p. m.—Sur­ 
geon-General Barnes says the President’s 
death will occur before midnight. 
W a s h in g to n , July 4:h—10 p. « .—There 
has been a slight amelioration of symptoms 
during the past two hours. 
There has been 
no vomiting during that period.

no further bulletins will be issued until to­ 
morrow morning.

W a s h in g to n , July 4th—M idnight—The 
condition of the President has further im­ 
proved since the date of the last report. His 
temperature and pulse have again fallen 
Blightly, and he is at this hour sleeping 
quietly. 
W a s h in g to n , July 4th.—Secretary Lin­ 
coln, on leaving the White House at 11 
o’clock to-night, said: “ I go home feeling 
more encouraged than at any time since the 
President received his wound.” 
W a s h in g to n , July 5th—2:45 a. si.—A t this 
hour Dr. Bliss, who has charge of the Presi­ 
dent’s case, is sleeping in a room adjoining 
the President’s. 
The watchers in attendance 
at t lie President’s bedside cannot be seen, but 
it is presumed, from the fact that Dr. Bliss 
is permitted to sleep, that the watchers have 
observed no 
unfavorable symptoms since 
midnight, and the President’s condition has 
not materially changed since that hour. 
B rim u r of Hie D ay’s Occurrences. 
W a s h in g to n , July 4th.—A t 11 this morn­ 
ing the physicists relieved the pain in the 
feet and legs of the President, which was due 
to injury to the nerves leading to the lower 
extremities, a symptom 
not regarded as 
dangerous, bnt the pain might cause restless­ 
ness. 
The President took a turn for the 
worse about 9 o’clock. 
The bulletins grew 
less favorable, and the physicians talked less 
confidently. 
It was apparent that the Presi­ 
dent was sinking, and the gravest fears were 
entertained. 
The house was closed to every 
one. The strictest quiet was observed. Every­ 
body was excluded from tire President’s room 
except his wife and physicians. 
The Cabinet 
talked in hushed voices in the Secretary’s 
room. 
The physicians say there were three 
stages through which the President had to 
pass—the shock, hemorrhage and inflamma­ 
tion. H e has safely passed the first two, and 
the third is now expected. 
It was expected 
that when this stage was reached hia condi­ 
tion would be unf ivorablo. 
His will power 
surprised even the physicians.

W a s h in g to n , July 4th.—Dispatches have 
been received to-day from every State in the 
Union, and from nearly every foreign coun­ 
try, all expressing the deepest horror and in­ 
dignation at the atrocious attempt upon the 
life of the President. 
An E xp erien ced Surgeon Speaks. 
W a s h in g to n , |Ju ly 4th.—Surgeon-General 
Barnes, who is in close attendance npon the 
President, says : From my experience in the 
war I have abundant proof that injuries to 
the liver, either by stab or gunshot, are not 
necessarily fatal, although dangerous. 
A u­ 
thors who usually forbid exploration 
of 
wounds of the abdomen, allow extraordinary 
latitude in incisions for the purpose of re­ 
moving foreign bodies from the liver. 
It is 
practiced extensively by French and German 
physicians, it having been recommended by 
Iredrau and Mersbanm, who are sustained by 
Percy. 
I remember that about sixty-two 
cases of recovery from shot wounds of the 
liver during the war came under my observa­ 
tion, and about half these were further com­ 
plicated 
by 
lesions 
of 
other 
organs. 
A t 
Harper’s 
Run 
a 
boy 
was 
shot 
in 
the 
back, 
the 
ball 
passing 
through the liver aBd emerging from the ab­ 
domen. 
H e recovered in less than a month. 
I was so interested in the case that I looked 
over the pension list to eee if lie had applied 
for a pension, but his name was not on the 
l is t ; so it may be presumed that he recov­ 
ered fully. Another case, which was thought 
important enough to be recorded in current 


medical journals, was that of private Gilbert 
Smith, where, beyond doubt, the lesion was 
most severe, yet when Smith presented him­ 
self to the Tensión Agent here two years ago 
he was reported in good health. 
Another 
Smith, a Corporal, wounded at Fredericks­ 
burg, furnishes an additional undoubted in­ 
stance of recovery from wounds in the live r. 
I know of others. In July, 1880, a policeman 
was shot through the liver, but four months 
of careful treatment pulled him through. 
In 
two cases which occurred at the battle of 
Suffolk in 1S83, a ball lodged in the liver and 
remained there. 
These case» are interesting 
in ca-e it shonld be found impossible to ex­ 
tract the ball from the President’s wound. 
In 1884 Sergeant Srively, of the New York 
Cavalry, was wounded, and the ball lodged 
in the liver, in the right lobe. 
His recovery 
was complete, although it required years of 
treatment. Another soldier was shot through 
the liver, the ball remaining in the tissues. 
It was a same sized ball as Guitteau’s was ; 
nothing disagreeable ensued, and the man re­ 
covered. 
A soldier, aged 21, was wounded at 
Chancellorville in the liver and lungs. 
He is 
as strong ac ever now. John Queen, of Penn­ 
sylvania, had still a more difficult wound, 
caused by a large bone splint in the liver, 
which the bullet shattered into the lobe of the 
liver, and a large branch of hepatic duct was 
perforated. All these cases are from a certain 
standpoint more hopeless than the Presi­ 
dent’s occurring, where immediate attention 
and 
careful 
nursing 
were 
impossible. 
The President 
has every chance which 
careful 
watchiDg of 
changes, 
excellent 
health 
and 
constitution, 
and 
gallant 
struggle for 
his own 
life, can 
afford. 
If he will 
continue 
the 
manfn! 
strug­ 
gle we 
will 
treat him 
internally with 
milk and lime-water, and give him in­ 
jections of morphine to allay nervousness. 
To the wound we applied cold compress to 
prevent inflammation from setting in. 
It 
is too early yet to say whether we shall at­ 
tempt to extract the ball. 
A t any rate it 
would be dangerous to attempt it now. 
I 
cannot be Fanguine of his recovery, and yet 
we are justified in hoping for it. 
Dr. Bliss remains at the W hite House al­ 
most constantly. 
He only leaves the pa­ 
tient’s bedside when he is relieved by Dr. 
Key bourn. 
His experience and that of other 
phyeicians with wounds of that character has 
been similar to the Surgeon-GeneralV. 
Dr. 
Reybourn, who had charge of the hospital 
here during the war, had a case where a man 
was shot in the liver, and the patient recov­ 
ered. 
There is a gentleman employed in the 
Pension Bureau who during ths late rebellion 
was wounded almost precisely like the Presi­ 
dent, and his recovery was pronounced im­ 
possible ; but he got well, and the bullet was 
not taken out until he had nearly recovered. 
Threatened w ith P aral}sis. 
C h icag o , July 4th.—A medical gentleman 
who knows Surgeon-General Hammond, says 
his being summoned to consult means that 
Geueral Garfield is threatened with paralysis, 
as Hammond is distinguished in the treat­ 
ment thereof. 
The President’s Mother. 
S o lo n (O.), July 4th.—The President’s 
mother received the following to-day : 
W a s h in g to n , Jnly 3d. 
Mrs. Eliza Garfield, Solon, Ohio : Thank 
God he lives this morning, and the Doctors 
are very hopeful. 
He has been perfectly 
himself all the time.

She read the dispatch calmly and said : 
“ How could any one be so cold hearted as 
to want to kill my baby.” 
In general con­ 
versation she wondered what is coming next, 
and inquired what will probably be done 
with the assassin, and on some one saying 
“ Hang him,” she answered, 
"H e deserves 
it.” She does not contemplate going to Wash­ 
ington imless sent for. 
It being remarked to 
her that the news continued to grow favor­ 
able, she said, “ I am glad to hear it, bat I 
am afraid we are hoping against fate.

seems terrible.” This afternoon she dictated 
the following dispatch to her grandson, Harry

W a s h in g to n , July 4th.—By a singular 
coincidence the last letter written by the 
President before he was shot was addressed 
to General Hancock, dated Friday, and re­ 
lated to the appointment recently conferred 
upon Colonel Mitchell, one of General Han­ 
cock’s aids-de-camp. 
It was friendly and 
pleasant in tone, and could not but have 
pleased the recipient. 
The letter informed 
General Hancock that Colonel Mitchell bad 
been appointed Assistant Adjutant-General 
of the army, and after apologizing for depriv­ 
ing the General’s staff of an excellent officer, 
concluded: 
“ While your staff. General, 
loses an ornament, the service gains an A s­ 
sistant Adjutant-General of whom it may 
well feel proud.”

D a y to n , July 4th.—An inmate of the 
Soldiers’ Home, for boasting that he used to 
belong to the rebel army, and expressing joy 
at the shooting of the President, was ex­ 
pelled at the point of the bayonet in disgrace 
from the home. 
Prior lo li r e Shooting. 
N ew Y o rk , Ju’y 4th.—Murat Halsted de­ 
tails to the Tribune a conversation with the 
President last week. 
The President ex­ 
pressed confidence in the nnity and future 
greatness of the Republican party. 
The 
President said that when the shadow of his 
wife’s illEees had fallen on him he had for­ 
gotten his own illness, and was better now 
than he had been for a long time. His health 
was simply robust. 
He was very cheerful, 
aud expecting a New England trip. 
Senator Plum b’s Story. 
W a s h in g to n , July 4th.—Senator Plumb 
gays: “ I was at the President’s side soon 
after the shooting, and before they had raised 
his head from the floor. 
He was calm, and 
gave no evidence of excitement. 
I have seen 
many men shot in the army, and I thought 
at the time that the shadow of death was 
upon the President.” 
“ Do you think now 
that he will recover?” 
“ N o,” said Mr. 
Plnmb, with evidence of mnch feeling, 
“ I 
have known a number of men to be wounded 
in the same wav, and it always proved fatal. 
I am afraid it will be so in the President’s 
case. The danger is that inflammation, fol­ 
lowed by suppuration, may set in.

The Vice-President said to the Cabinet that 
aside from all other considerations he earn­ 
estly hoped on his own ecconnt that the 
President would get well, and added: “ God 
knows I do not want a position to which 1 
was not elected—one I never expected to 
hold, and especially under such dteadfai and 
distressing circumstances.” 
T he A ssassin at Ibe J a il. 
W a s h in g to n , July 4th.—On his errval at 
the j sil Guitteau was directed to take his 
shoes off, it being the custom that prisoners 
shonld go barefooted in hot weather, to which 
he demurred, saying, “ If I go in my naked 
feet over this stone fioor I’ll catch my death 
cold.” 
The Jailer remarked, “ Yes, you 
bloody aagagsin ; you w iil have a rope around 
your d—d neck sooner than you’ll catch cold 
in your poor feet.” 
He is under theaurveil- 
ance of the guards, and the prisoners in the 
same corridor are not allowed to commnni- 
c&te with him. 
Some one asked Guitteau, 
What did the President do when the first 
shot was tired !" Guitteau said, “ PI! show 
you,” and then holding up his right elbow, 
with his hand hanging down, shook his 
hand, remarking, “ That’s the way he did; 
bnt the next one got him. 
When he was 
struck first he sort of turned and looked 
scared.” 
Guitteau now takes his imprison­ 
ment philosophically, having been on his first 
arrival somewhat excited. 
He did not lie 
down to rest until pretty lab- last night, but 
in the Utter part of the night he slept 
soundly. 
Before gcing to bed he frequently 
asked the officer, " What is the news from 
the W hite House?” They would reply that the 
last news they heard from there was worse 
or better, as the crse might be. 
To this he 
would make no response, except, when the 
answer was “ Better.” he would put on a 
despondent look, and when the answer was 
“ Worse,” he appeared pleaaed. 
He made 
inquiries of the same character much more 
frequently to-day, and the answer having 
generally been to the effect that the Presi­ 
dent was improving he has appeared dis­ 
pleased. 
His conduct indicates that he 
wants the President to die. 
He took the 
usual prison food this morning and swept up 
his 
cell 
quite 
as 
well 
as 
any 
of his feilow-prisoners. 
No one has called 
especially to fee Guitteau except a lady 
whose name has not been learned, and whose 
request was peremptorily refused. 
A t noon to-day Chief Brook», of the Trear- 
ury Secret Service, had a long interview with 
the prisoner. 
Brooks is of the opinion that 
Gnitteau had no accomplices, but that the act 
was the result of insanity. 
Guitteau applied 
to the keeper of the street-railroad stables on 
E street, uorthwest, about 10 o’clock Friday 
night, to be permitted to stop in the stable 
that night. 
He had on a good felt hat, which 
he offered to give the stable boy to allow him 
to remain, stating that he had no money, and 
had been turned out of doors by his board­ 
ing-house keeper. 
He said he expected to 
get $500 to-morrow (yesterday). 
He was re­ 
fused lodging at the stable. 
The papers taken from Guitteau are repre­ 
sented by those who have a knowledge of 
them, to be of a frivolous character, some 
containing abcut the same sentiment as that 
in the letter taken from his person when ar­ 
rested. They have no important significance. 
It is, however, District Attorney Corkhill’s 
purpose to keep them to himself until they 
will be laid before the Grand Jury. 
It has cot yet been ascertained where 
Guitteau got the pistol. 
It has been Raid 
that he ha 1 a watch a few days ago, and the 
theory is that he traded it for the pistol. 
It is the opinion of the Cabinet Ministers 
and others high in authority that the aesasri- 
nation was entirely the act of Guitteau ; that 
he had no accomplices, and let nobody into 
the secret of his fell purpose. 
The most 
tho: -cgh investigation made by the Secret 
Service force and detectives have c mvinced 
the authorities that this act was planned by 
Guitteau alone, and executed by him alone. 
Should the President's wound prove fatal, 
there is a universal demand that vengeance 
be fpcedily executed upon Guitteau. 
The 
ablest 
criminal 
lawyers 
claim 
that 
the insanity 
plea 
is 
frivolous. 
They 
point 
to 
the 
fact 
that 
Guitteau 
waB shrewd enough to realize that his 
greatest danger would be from an indignant 
populace; that he calculated upon this, and 
willingly surrendered, and begged the officers 
to take him right to jail, to escape lynching: 
that he went to the jail some days ago ar.d 
examined it, to see if he would b? secure in­ 
side its walls from lynching, and that the 
note he was so anxious to get delivered to 
General Sherman at once urged tho General 
to send troops to guard the jail against a 
mob. 
Lawyers who have bad years cf ex­ 
perience in criminal cafes say that insanity 
does not thus look ahead, and accurately cal­ 
culate the greatest danger and plan to escape 
it. 
No expert witnesses will be found lo 
testify to Guitteau's ¡[¡sanity, and it ¡3 doubt­ 
ful if any lawyer will defend him. 
The cry 
is everywhere that should the President die 
the law must act with such certain swiftness 
as tp deter assassins in future. 


Last O lllrlal Act or Ihe P resid en t. 
W a s h in g to n , July 4th.—The Evening Star 
says: 
“ The last official act of President 
Garfield before he was shot was signing an 
order to the Department of the Interior to 
issue a commission to Henry J. Bamsdell, of 
this city, to be Register of W ills for the Dis­ 
trict, vice Colonel Amos Webster, resigned.”

Careful inquiry shows that the action of 
the Supervisors in paying a retaining fee of

of the county against the hydraulic miners, 
is almost unanimously condemned. The 
plain fact that there is no necessity for any 
such proceedings; that the county can gain 
absolutely nothing by them which it is not 
already certain to obtain without going to 
any such expense, at once and effectually 
exposes the impropriety of the arrange­ 
ment. There is in fact no decent reason 
nr apology for vvhat the .Supervisors have 
done, and by the sceresy with which they 
undertook to surround tbeir movements, 
and the fictitious reports upon which they 
pretended to base them, they have justified 
the slurp suspicion of the public. The 
little clique which is concerned in this 
ugly-lookiug business may as well under­ 
stand odco for all that it cannot crowd its 
jobs down the throat of this community 
by attempting to stigmatize as “ traitors” 
all who seek to protect the interests of the 
comity, It will take very much more 
honesty and influence than these conspira­ 
tors possess to make any charge of that 
kind stick, and they may rest assured that 
the proposal to maKe a donation of 820.000 
or $30,000 to the lawyers out of the pockets 
of the tax-payera oanunt be hurried through 
with any' sort of a whoop. This is a 
matter which challenges the"sharpest criti­ 
cism on its face, and thos9 who have done 
and those who defend it «ill be called 
upon to explain themselves very' much 
more fully and satisfactorily than they 
have doue thus far. There is no justifica­ 
tion whatever for the proposed expendi­ 
ture. All the talk ahout the necessity of 
“ putting Sacramento county in line ’ is 
sheer humbug and nonsense. Sacramento 
county has too much sense to desire to 
throw away >'20,000 or *30,000 for no better 
or other purpose than to swell the profits 
of lawyers who are already paid to argue 
the case of this cannty. Iu fact, the ac 
tion of the Supervisors has altogether too 
much the aspect of a job to be at all easily- 
defended, and this is the general opinion in 
regard to it. If there had been any ques­ 
tion of assisting other counties in the con­ 
test with the hydraulic miners, it might 
have been in order to give Marysville 
82 000 or >3.000 to help her out, but there 
is no necessity fortiiÍB institution of special 
suits, and everybody sees that fact. 


THE PRESIDENT'S 
The bulletins w 
ing the condition of the 


CONDITION. 
ch are issued c-cccra- 
President by no 
means justify' strong hopes of his recovery. 
The nature of lrs wound :s such that while 
it must be impossible, even under the 
most favorable conditions, to pronounce 
him out of daDgcr for many days, an ap­ 
parently slight relapse may at any hour 
bring back the most dangerous or even 
fatal indications. The presence of tym­ 
panitis is a very discouraging symptom, 
for tympanitis is symptomatic of peri­ 
tonitis, and in such cases the latter is 
almost always fatal. In the Medical and 
Surgical History of the Kebellion, com­ 
piled in the olliee of the U. S. Surgeon- 
General, it is stated that daring the war 
“ gunshot wound3 of the liver were 
“ usually followed by extravasation into 
“ the abdominal cavity and rapidly fatal 
“ peritonitis. 0. 32 cases in which the 
“ diagnosis was unquestionable, all but 
“ four terminate 1 fatally.” It may bs 
said on the other hand that one 
of the cases of recovery resembled that of 
President Garfield, in the fact that 
the ball htil passed through the lower por­ 
tion of the right lobe of the liver. The 
President has in h s favor a good constitu­ 
tion, a strong will power, and skillful at­ 
tendance. It may therefore fairly be pre­ 
sumed that if his wound is one from w hich 
recovery would bo possible with any man, 
ho w ill survive it. The evidences of peri­ 
toneal inflammation, however, are ex­ 
tremely alarming ; and the continued pain 
in the extremities points to injuries of the 
spinal column more serious than has been 
admitted hitherto. 
Should the general 
symptoms continue favorable it will still be 
eight or ten days before recovery can be 
predioted with any confidence, and in the 
meantime the public must remain in sus­ 
pense, unless unfavorable changes shall oc­ 
cur, in which event a few hours may end 
everything. 


There appears no reason fcr doubting 
that the attempt to assassinate the Presi­ 
dent was the unaided crime of one man. 
But while it is a relief to know that the 
spirit of faction cannot be held directly re- 
ponsible for the black deed, it is none the 
les3 a fact that the death of the President 
at this time must produce precisely the 
same effects as if it had been the result of a 
conspiracy. It has happened, by reason of 
the unwise compromise which put Arthur 
upon the Presidential ticket, that the Ad­ 
ministration has been divided from the be­ 
ginning. The Vice-President, failing alto­ 
gether to appreciate the responsibilities and 
the duties of his high office, has conducted 
himself as though he recognized Conkliug 
alone as hia chief, and as though he owed 
nothing to the Government of which he 
was a part. Never before in the history 
of the United States has the spectacle been 
presented of the Vice-President openly- 
taking sides against the President and em­ 
ploying himself publicly in a persistent effort 
to break down and humiliate his own Gov- 
crnment, in the interest of a man who had 
proclaimed himself the bitter enemy of the 
President. The inevitable consequence of 
this icdecent and unprecedented course of 
the Vice-President has been to put him in 
the position of a personal foe of the policy of 
the Administration, and as that policy is 
approved and indorsed by nineteen-twen­ 
tieths of the liepublican party, and opposed 
only by a small faction of unscrupulous 
spoils hunters, it follows that Vice-Presi­ 
dent Arthur no more represents the 
liepublican party than a Democrat would 
do.What he does represent is that vicious 
and dangerous element which the party has 
been trying to get rid or for years. The 
element which clustered so thickly about 
Grant that it dragged his second term 
down into the mire, and so disgusted the 
masses of the party that they were on the 
point of abandoning it to its fate when 
Kayes was nominated. The death of 
President Garfield now must briog that 
element to the front agaiD, undo all that 
has been done tow ards eliminating it, and, 
which is worst of all, make the i.’epubli- 
can party responsible for an Administration 
which it never would have chosen had this 
contingency' been before it. It has been 
said, and said truly, that the death of Gar­ 
field would make Conkliug President. 
That means the resurrection of Grantism, 
and the apotheosis of, the spoils system. 
It is true that General Garfield has not 
during the four months of his administra­ 
tion satisfied the exjieotations of the 
friends of reform. It seemed to them that 
he was too much inclined to y ield to 
“ pressure.” That he had not the courage 
of his convictions. That he was tending 
to compromises with the spoilsmen which 
must work mischief. But with all his 
weakness and imprudence he was still 
the one hope of the better element of the 
party, and he had already drawn upon him­ 
self the bitter relentless hostility of the 
worst element. 
His death, no matter how brought about, 
must result in the triumph of these 
bad elements. There is nothing to expect 
from a man of Arthur’s caliber but a 
continuation of the course he has hitherto 
pursued. 
He ectild not ehmge if he 
would : and he would not if he could. 
The men with whom he has affiliated 
would con.pel him to carry into effect the 
policy for which they have been contending 
so long, and there would be no counter­ 
acting influence sufficiently powerful to 
prevent this. We must, tin-re fore, realize 
fully that the death of President Car- 
field wiil put the government in the 


which is the result of antecedent causes. 
If his system is strong and healthy, so that 
the vis msdicalrisc natura has full scope ; 
if the inflammatory action set up in his 
peritoneum proceeds moderately, and does 
not involve the entire lining of the walls of 
the abdomen; if the extravasation of 
blood from his wounded liver does not un­ 
dergo chemical changes which convert it 
into a blood poison, and so produce 
pyemia; if his sleep is sound, his ap­ 
petite satisfactory, his evacuations free, 
and his respiration unimpeded ; there 
are stroDg probabilities that he will 
recover. 
But 
how 
can 
any 
of 
these physical processes be affected 
by 
prayer ? 
If blood • poisoning is 
set up, w ill prayer avert it ? If peri- 
tonit s is 9et up, will prayer reduce or cir­ 
cumscribe the inflammation ? Will prayer 
remove decomposed hepatic blood from the 
President’s abdominal cavity- ? Will it 
check or prevent suppuration in the chan­ 
nel of the wound ? And if it will not do 
any of these things, how can it possibly 
affect the question of the President’s re­ 
covery 
Of course there is no objection 
to indulgence in prayer. It may bring re­ 
lief of some kind to those who resort to it. 
Bat it ¡3 not a rational proposition to as­ 
sume that ceremonies of this kind possess 
any power to affect the physical condition 
of the sufferer; and neither is it in any 
exalted sense a religious idea. A God 
whose designs were susceptible of altera­ 
tion at the solicitation of those who are at 
once ignorant of and incapable of grasping 
them, would be in effect an anthropomor­ 
phic deity very little superior in concep­ 
tion to the gods of the heathen. It is both 
i permissible and right to wish earnestly for 
the recovery of the President, but it is 
vsty certain that if his maladies do not 
progress favorably without prayer, no 
amount of prayer can keep him alive.

Platt withdrew from the contest at Al­ 
bany just in time. lie at least is out of 
the fight, and if Conkling possessed any 
of the delicacy with which he has lately- 
been credited by the unreflecting, he too 
w-ould have withdrawn. Piatt had seen 
enough to realize that he was beaten past 
recovery, and that if he had any serious 
business in the world he had better at­ 
tend to it. But Conkling will not with­ 
draw. He will hang on to the last, taking 
all the votes he can get while the life of 
the President is hanging by a thread, and 
preparing meantime to take advantage 
of the virtual promotion to the Presi­ 
dency which the death of General Garlield 
would bring to him. Platt is a mere echo, 
it is said, but in some things he has more 
sense than his great copy and exemplar, 
and he has shown it in his withdrawal.

Under Arther as President tlie old Grant 
system of Senatorial Satrapies would na­ 
turally be revived. Conkling and I.agan 
and Cameron would resume their former 
influence. The spoil system would be re­ 
established 
more boldly than ever. 
The " machine" would lie triumphant, 
and ail prospect of 
pass away. 
This is what threatens 
the country, and what intensifies the gloom 
which has been spread over the nation by 
the atrocious act of the miserable assassin 
Guitteau. 
As to the suggestion that the circum­ 
stance of his succession might somehow 
transform Arthur into a different man, and 
that Couküng’a inherent modesty and deli­ 
cacy would previ nt him from taking ad­ 
vantage of his opportunities, nothing could 
he less rational or more itn: robable. If a 
gang of burglars were working away to 
effect an entiauce to a bank vault, and an 
earthquake should suddenly come to their 
assistance and throw down the walls, it is 
not likely that they would be so impressed 
w ith the phc-n-imenou as to relinquish the 
plunder which was thus placed directly 
w ithin their grasp. It is not likely that 
Arthur and Conkliug v.ouil hesitate to 
avail theinselv es of the circumstances which 
have put pow cr within their reach. Their 
most familiar friends—¡he only people 
whose opinions they regard at all-would 
Hugh to scorn a»y such notions of deli­ 
cacy. But they will need no inducements 
to the undertaking. The path will have been 
cleared for them, and that is all that they 
wil! consider important. 
What the P. publican party is to do 
under such a sudden and calamitous change 
of front remains to be seen. 
Certainly it 
cannot be believed that those who from one 
end of the country to the other have de­ 
nounced and condemned Conkling’s and 
Arthur’s course in the past, will turn 
round and atiprove the same course in the 
future. It seems quite possible that the 
succession of Arthur to the Presidency 
would compel a reorganization of parties, 
and that the reform element would be in a 
measure force! to separate themselves out 
from the “ machine, ' and carry on their 
warfare against corruption and the spoils 
system under a new organization. Kven if 
this Bhould not be the result it is evident 
that the shock to the party must hr very 
serious, and that the schism already 
spread at Alliauy must spread and grow 
rapidly. The death of President Garfield 
at this moment indeed would be the great­ 
est calamity that could possibly befall the 
country, and the evila to result from it cau 
neither be suggested nor accorded too much 
importance. It would be almost a death­ 
blow to reform, and it would give such 
strength to the spoilsmen as to rendir 
necessary- a renewal of the contest against 
them from the very’ beginning.

In the C2se of G. \Y. Oolhy, tried some 
week9 since in the Superior Uourt on a 
charge of assault with intent to murder, 
and found guilty by verdict of the jury', 
the time of pronouncing sentence was 
fixed for Monday last, when the counsel 
for defense moved the Court, on transcript 
of the testimony and portions of the 
charge to the jury, and numerous alii- 
davits, to set aside the verdict aud grant a 
new trial.

their attention. Upon the sh awing and 
argument of the motion, the Court order­ 
ed tire verdict to be set aside and a new 
trial allowed. It is claimed on the part of 
tlie dtfondant, although it would not ha-- e 
been admissible to assert it in the ] rocieiff 
ir.gí on the motion, that iiutead of having 
a itasu right upon tlie premises, as tlie de­ 
posing jurors were ltd to beli.v, t.o 
prosecuting wituess was a ire pi s-r, 
without leasehold or other right to be 
there. 
This, however, is ruled to bs a 
question that had nothing to do with t e 
legal determination of the action on the 
charge < f assault to murder, but it i» an 
issue in a civil suit between the parties, 
which is now pending.—[Contra Costa Ga­ 
zette, July 2d.

and the other as a vile wretch, un wor» by of the 
proud position of a*i American citstu, and unfit to 
live either among freemen or slaves. 
Second—T hat th e whole ¡■ copio, regardless of 
p rty or sect, do declare th at there is no r >om in 
the whole va<t expanse of ».ur national domain f»->r a 
political assassin ; neither is there any place in 
American politics f*»r assassination as a means of 
remedying real or fancied evils : for the truthful 
boast of our people is that changes in our laws or 
Government can he peacefully and only made by 
the free ballots of patriotic citizens. And we fur­ 
ther declare as our solemn conviction that the as­ 
sassination or attem pted assassination of our public 
servants for j>» litical reasons i* high treason to 
American institutions, and should be punished as 
such. 
Third —That while we sorrow a t the terrible news, 
wc feel th at the American nation may well he con­ 
gratulated upon the entire absence < f trouble or 
m ilitary guards that usually characteri/. j the actions 
of other nations in lik eh rars of peril and affliction ; 
and this affords another illustration oi the power of 
our institutions and the assured perpetuity of the 
Americ u Union. 
Fourth—That we arc profoundly grateful to Al­ 
m ighty God for the present favorable condition of 
President Garfield, and devoutly pray that his life 
may bo «pared to tho people he has served so long 
and so w ell; and we extend our sympathy to the 
family of the President, and fervently trust that 
their anxious sorrow may speedily be turned to 
heartfelt rejoicings.

H e sp o k e in th ese w ords : 
Friends and fellow-citizens: Since the prepara­ 
tion for this celebration betran we have been 
startled from our propriety by th e news of the a t­ 
tempted assassination of the- President. That our 
soug* of rejoicings have not l»een turned into note* 
of \v(hi, is because the coward bauds of the assassin 
failed in execution of th e deadly purpose. 
1 cannot 
believe the attem pt upon the President's life was 
anything more tlmu tho act of a disappointed vil­ 
lain or a crazy fool. Although twice in the la^t six­ 
teen 3'cars the assassin s’ haml has been raistd 
a^iin^t» the head of our Government, I canuot per­ 
suade myself that there is anything in our system 
or in the great liceiifc and toleration allowed in po­ 
litical discussion which w< uld naturally suggest so 
barbarous a remedy for any evil. 
Ih e fouidation- 
. tone of ail good governm ent is th a t individual 
rights ami preferences arc t * be vieULd up for the 
common good ; that.each individual is not to he tho 
judge ol the infraction oí his rights, or the mode or. 
m ar ncr of redress, bu t th at there are constituted 
authorities, executive, legislative and judicitl, 
to whom all must how in obedience, or else anarchy 
rules and “ chaos has come again.” If any of those in 
high places arc recreant to tlu ir trust-», we should 
proceed legally and decently, according to our con­ 
stitutional form?, to relieve them of their authority 
and ability to work mischief to our system c r our 
people ; but to the officers in authority we snoul i 
Id a ready obedience. 
Better suffer causeless 
wrong f r a tim e than teach the people by example 
that individual violence is a legitimate wrap*m for 
righting any wronzs any m em ber erf the body poll 
tic may sniffer. 
The liberty of the masses depend 
upon strict and willing obedience to constituted 
authority. The safety of ourselves, our wive* an i 
little one? from tc ts of lawlessness and vi lence de­ 
pends upon our loyalty to the laws we ourselves have 
made for the govern m ent **i all. 
Shall in y of us 
turn law breakers, in order to right some r* a! or 
fancied injury ? 
If we do, wc furnish a precedent 
for the lawless element, which is found in every 
country, 
to

which we had erected between u«j and violence 
ami anarchy, and 
we would soon 
witness in 
our laud «cenes of horror which would dwarf into 
«significance the bloodiest pictures of tho days of 
Itohesuierre and the French Revolution.

>ield up our privats plaints and grievances upon 
the altar of the common good ; let us subm it our­ 
selves to the laws of the land.

Thev toiled on the 
weary m arch ; thev suffered every privation known 
to a half fed, half-c!othed soldiery; they endured all 
the name leas horrors of the camp aud hospital; they 
faced the terrors of the battlefield, and side by side 
these heroes of the North and South rushed upon 
the common f«»e, and side by side in inilistinguifihed 
heaps they fell a sacrifice to the cause of freedom. 
Their valor, their prowess, their devt non to libi rty 
lias made forever memorable in their country's 
history the fields of Lexington and Bunker Hill, 
of Bennington and Brandywine, Monmouth, Sara­ 
toga pnd Concord, Camden, Moultrie and the C ou­ 
pons, Eutaw, Savannah aud Yorktown, and every 
other spot whereon they fought or fell. Aral more 
thev did, my fellow-citlzens ; tliev made it possible 
fur you and me, and our wives and little outs to «it

Therefore every patriot sh. ulJ strive to cti tivu o 
among our people, by precept and example, those 
principles cf respect, confidence and fraternity that 
made us one people in '70, and without which the 
Declaration of ludependeooe is a mockery aud a de­

There arc other enemies to republican in­ 
stitutions in our land, against which wc should 
jealously guard.

A terrible fusillade of crackers, pistols and 
bombs has been curied on throughout the 
day and evening. One Chinaman was per­ 
haps ‘ataliy wounded by a pistol shot in the 
hack. The day has been exceedingly warm, 
witb'a light breeze. Fire alarms have been 
coming in every few minutes during the day, 
but except in the case of the church hereto­ 
fore mentioned the damage in all cases has 
been confined to a few hundred dollars. A 
great number of strangers are in the city, and 
the streets have been thronged with prorne- 
naders. The bulletia-bcards have attracted 
large crowds, eager to hear the latest advices 
of the condition of the President, which in­ 
tensified by the contradictory reports. 
A Chinawoman was shot dead by a high­ 
binder in Cum Cook alley this evening. 
W atsonville, July 4th.—The Fourth was 
celebrated here by racing of all kinds, glass 
ball shooting and a parade of th e “ Horri- 
blef.” The dangerous condition of the Pres­ 
ident threw a gloom over the community and 
caused the day to be celebrated with less en­ 
thusiasm than usual. 
L ivermore, July 4th.—The Fourth was 
celebrated here by the tiring of cannon and a 
large procession. Literary and musical ex­ 
ercises were held at Livermore Grove, and at 
least 1 500 people participated in the festivi­ 
ties. Prominent buildings and many resi­ 
dences were tastefully decorated. At night 
there was a grand display of fireworks on the 
plaza. 
P lacebville, Ju'y 4th.—The Fourth was 
celebrated here in the usual manner, and was 
largely attended. Hon. H. F. Page, Presi­ 
dent of the Day, after being introduced by 
Hon. G. T. Carpenter, spoke feelingly of the 
attempted assassination of President _ Gar­ 
field. He said: While we celebrate this day 
the nation mourns, and California bows her 
head beneath the shadow of this great afflic­ 
tion. After which Hon. J. 11. Glascock de­ 
livered extempore one of the ablest and moat 
talented orations that was ever listened to in 
this city. The day is very warm, and is 
passing off pleasantly. 
Stockton, July 4th.—Stockton celebrated 
tie Fourth to-day in grand style. This even­ 
ing there are fireworks to the amount of 
§1,200. Everything passed off finely. 
Marysville, July 4th.—Our national an­ 
niversary day was celebrated by an oration, 
procession, gymnastics, and fireworks in the 
evening. The day was warm and the crowd 
great. 
Gridley, July 4th.—News having been re­ 
ceived that President Garfield was in a fair 
way of recovery, the people of iiutte county 
turned ont in large numbers to day to cele­ 
brate the Fourth. The affair is pronounced 
by all to be the grandest success ever occur­ 
ring in northern California. 
Santa Cri'/., July 4th.—In the celebration 
to-day the visiting military made an impos­ 
ing display, observed by not less than 5,000 
visitors, who thronged the streets this even­ 
ing. The grand fireworks, presented by the 
city, under the auspices of the regiment, took 
place at Camp Upton, and in stylo anil ap- 
liearance have never been equalled in these 
parte. The town is in the finest holiday dress. 
Kocklin, July 4th.—The programme as 
first arranged for the celebration of the 
Fourth has been carried out in every particu­ 
lar, and, owing to the dispatches received 
yesterday, announcing the likelihood of the 
President’s recovery, with more than usual 
rejoicing. An oration was delivered by Hon. 
L). H. Haskel, and the programme was con­ 
tinued as follows : Heading of the Declara­ 
tion, music, barbecue, games, glass-ball 
shooting and races, for all of which valuable 
prizes weie awarded. The celebration con­ 
cluded with a brilliant display of fireworks. 
Los Angeles, July 4th.—The day was 
generally observed, nearly all the business 
houses closing at noon. The procession, while 
not as large as in previous years, was as fine 
in point of display as has ever been seen in this 
city.San J ose, July 4th.—The mght previous 
to the one hundred and fifth anniversary of 
American Independence was the noisiest, 
with fire crackers, bombs aDd different classes 
of firearms, that was ever known here.

N evada, July 4th.—II. T. Coleman and E.

on Saturday last to fifteen years in the State 
Prison, escaped from the County Jail this 
morning, 'i he Jailer ofened the j li! for the 
purpose of letting out a prisoner to bring in 
some wood, but as soon as the doors were 
opened Coleman and Hall sprang upon him. 
After kicking anil otherwise outrageously 
u-ing him they stepped out of the jail and 
locked the door behind them, thus impri*on- 
ing the Jailer and preventing a prompt alarm 
being given. In the bed-room adjoining the 
jail they found a shotgun, and taking this 
and a couple of hats they jumped out of the 
window, scaled the wall of the jail yard and 
esc aped. In the cell ot one of the escaped 
convicts a box of pepper was found, and un­ 
der the bed of the other prisoner a paper bag 
containing the same material was discovered. 
A posse of men are hunting for them. It is 
believed that they have hidden in the brush 
on the outskirts of the town.

(ended that the Si uihWn Pacific had built 
•qad with a knoatf 
of the rights oí 


the Texas Pacific, and that hence the road is 
constructed was the property of the Texas 
Pacific; but yet if the Court should to decree 
they were willing to pay the Southern Pacific 
the cost of construction. On the subject of 
acquiescence by the Texas Pacific in the 
building of a road by the Southern Pacific, 
General Williams argued that proofs of con­ 
versations and correspondencs between the 
officers of the Texas Pacific and officers and 
stockholders of the Southern Pacific of Cali­ 
fornia, are not competent to establish 
acquiescence by the Texas Pacific in 
the acts cf the Southern Pacific of 
New Mexico, because during much of 
the term while the negotiations were 
pending the Southern Pacific of New Mexico 
was not in existence. To-day, for the first 
time, the case of the Texas Pacific has been 
fairly opened, and supported byanable^and 
ingenious argument. To day Judge Bristol 
announced to counsel that each side can have 
twelve hours for further argument, and as the 
Court sits six hours each day, the end can be 
calculated. Judge John F. Dillon, counsel 
for the Texas Pacific, arrived last evening. 
Judge II. S. Brown is speaking this after­ 
noon. The Da il'i A5 ,r Mexican, published 
here, contained an editorial yesterday, from 
which I send you the following extract: 
The harmony of argument in the ese of the 
Texas Railroad vs. the Southern Pacific Railroad 
was continued yesterday, and occupied the entire 
day. Judge Howard occupied the attention of the 
Court during the greater port of the tine. In the 
morning, however, a point was raised by the coun­ 
sel for tlte Southern Pacific Railroad, which is ono 
of importance, not only to the parties to the case, 
but also to the settlers along the line of the South­ 
ern Pacific road in New Mexico. The point is that 
the Texas and Pacific Railroad Company never has 
tiled any map of its route. If this should prove to 
be the ease, and the Court should so hold, the 
importance of such ruling must he manifest

claimed by the Texas ana l’acitie Railroad 
Company not only arc open to pre-emption and also 
homestead settlement, but have been during all the 
entire period that the Texas and Pacific has set up 
its claims thereto, lienee settlers within this belt 
at any time during the past period will be protected 
in such settlement and they be secured ill their lands 
at St 25 per acre, instead' of §2 50, or such addi­ 
tional price as the corporation might see fit to 
charge them, the price depending upon the re­ 
spective values of the lauds. The theory upon whicli 
the Southern Pacific people Lave based tfieir argu­ 
ment is that the Texas and Pacific Company 
has no resertation, in that the

the

pro- 
viued for the construction of a continuous through 
line of road from Marshall, Tex vs. to San Diego, 
Cab. and at the same time provided that within two 
years thereafter said eon pany should file in the 
office of the Department ot the Interior at Wash­ 
ington a map showing the location of the route, 
as near as possible ; ami the law further provides, 
that w-ben this map was so filed the Secretary of the 
Interior was authorized to with Iraw- from home­ 
stead preemption and private Bale the lards along 
the line of the route.

T errib le Shooting A ffair. 
Portland, July 4th.—A terrible shooting 
affair occurred here at 2oS0 this afternoon in 
front of the Esmond Hotel. The principal 
actors in the bloody tragedy were named 
Benjamin Cornelius an old and highly re­ 
spected farmer of Washington county, and 
John Powers, his son-in-law. Eight years 
ago Powers married a daughter of Cornelius. 
Power? i? said to be a drunken, dissolute fel­ 
low. He also maltreated his wife. They 
separated several times, the wife returning 
to her father. Bad blood has long existed be­ 
tween Cornelius and Powers, and they have 
had several difficulties. Last fall Powers and 
his wife were divorced. This evening Corne­ 
lius and Puwers met in front of the hotel and 
the old trouble was renewed. High words 
were indulged in, when the parties 
grappled. 
They broke loose, and both 
drawing pistols commenced tiring. Seven 
shots were fired, three of which took effect on 
Cornelius, one in the side, one in tlie abdomen 
and one in the thigh. Cornelius shot twice 
at Powers, only one shot taking effect, in the 
hand. Charles Cornelius, his son, interfered 
at this juncture, and fired at Powers. The 
ball etruck the upper lip, and ranging back 
lodged in the back of the neck. Oue of the 
stray shots struck a man named Lirrat, 
across the street, in the leg, inflicting a severe 
flesh wound. Powers was removed to the 
hospital, and Cornelius to the hotel. Physi­ 
cians say both men cannot possibly survive. 
Cornelius is now thought tobe dying. Charles 
Cornelius is now uuder arrest.

We have heard some complaint about 
weevil in some of the warehouses. We 
hope that they will not get past eradica­ 
tion anywhere, although they multiply very 
fast and furnish four or five crops during a 
single season. Plenty of air and perfect 
cleanliness are the best remedies. We 
have heard it stated that no weevil has 
appeared in any warehouse set up off the 
ground with a free circulation of air under 
it. It will pay our warehouse men to in­ 
vestigate this, and if true all warehouses 
should be thus buiit.—[Colusa Sun. 
The dam across the Mokelumne river at 
Lancha l’iana is causing serious and just 
complaint both in this county and Amador. 
The Amador papers have repeatedly called 
attention to the nuisance, as it is at 
present, and the people on this side of the 
river are beginning to complain loudly 
against the existence of the dam in its 
present condition. It is constructed of 
solid masonry, and is b complete obstruc­ 
tion to the progress of fish up the river. 
We are informed that the waters of the 
river are swarming with fish below the 
dam. while above it there are none, owing 
to the absence of means for the fish to get 
over it.—[Calaveras Chronicle.
